"In woman," he said, "the posterior 
region of the brain receives a richer 
flow o- arterial blood; in man the 
anterior region. The work of the 
two regions of tae brain is different 
The posterior region is mainly sen- 
sory MB concerned with seeing and 
hearing. 
The anterior 
legum m 


eludes the higher inhibitory centres 


which are -concerned with the will, 
and the association centres; con- 
cerned with the appetites and de- 
elrcs based on Internal sensations. 


"There is a correspondence be- 


tween the richer blood'supply of the 
posterior region of the brain in wom- 
en, and their delicate powers of 
sensuous - perception, rapidity 
ot 


.thought and emotional sensibility, 
«nd between the richer blood supply 
of the anterior region In men. and 
their greater originality on the 
.higher levels of intellectual work, 
their calmer judgment and stronger 
will. 


"The crown, of. the woman's skillJ 


is flatter than the man's, but the 
back of her brain is relatively larger 
than his." ' 


Now 
investigation 


shows that the tem- 
peramental genius HEU- 
ually possesses a brain 
that is highly develop- 
ed at the back, I. e., Ia 
the region where the 
woman's brain also is 
relatively most devel- 
oped.

Maud inquires: "Will you kindly 


advise me If peroxide,ot hydrogen 
will whiten a dark skin? (It so, how 
oftsn a day can it ,be applied? la 
it necessary to first use cold cream 
on the skin? H it is harmless and 
can be applied with safety, how soon 
w»l the change be noticeable?" 


Peroxide of hydrogen is a general 


bleach. Since its action Is rather 
harsh I would not advise Its use 
oftener than once a day. • It should 
be applied in the proportions of one- 
fourth or one-third peroxide to thrca- 
fourths or two-thirds of water.

ahould use the cold cream after. 
ward. The time depends upon the 
»km. Let me warn'you to not con- 
tinue tho experiment^ longer than 
a few weeks, test the texture of 
your skin be injured. A few drops 
of lemon juice or of ammonia in tho 
water In which you baths -your face 
will also whiten the skin. These 
are also severe agents. 


"Please tell mo what to do for 


blackheads," writes M. B. S. 


I consider the best method of re- 


moving blackheads Is to scrub tha 
affected parts with warm water and 
green soap, a liquid. 
When they 


have been thoroughly softened by 


this process press them gently out, 
and afterwards rub vaseline or a 
pure cold cream on ;the parts from 
which they are removed,-to heal the 
Irritation. 


A good preventive for blackheads, 


which are merely dust or other dirt 
retained In the skin, is to eat simple 
food, chewing It until it becomes as 
thin as milk in ths mouth; drink 
water very freely and exercise a 
great deal, especially in the open 
air.
